NINETY PER CENT. OF THOSE

About !KI per cent, of the registered 
women voters of the county have paid 
the county tax levied, according to Wil- 
liam S. Dickersiin, Clerk in charge of 
the County Treasurer. As usual, busi- 
ness picked up ut Ihe last hour and 
nuiiiy women decided to come through 
wilh the tax just before I he ofiico clos- 
ed Inst Thursday. 

Nsirberth. the big district, where '.lit.') 
won en were registered, jumped from ol 
paid accounts to more than 01111. A 
check for the amount was sent ill from 
the district with nut horiznt ion to pay 
the tax for the women. The assessor in 
Xarlierth made the claim that nearly 
sill of the women in his district sue He- 
publicans.

An Open Letter 

Honorable Members of Council and 
Fellow-Citizens of Nsirberth: 
When duty and enlightened self-in- 
terest, combine to urge a line of action, 
they present a powerful uppesil. But 
when opportunity coincides with them, 
the summons to derision is imperative. 
Such a situsition confronts Nsirberth 
today. It rests with you, witli all of 
us, to determine, whether we shall de- 
velop in permanent forms our unsur- 
passed possibilities in respect to social ■ 
stud educational activities, or shall ssic- 
rilice our heritage through heedless 
ness or hick of vision. 

In a recent issue of Our Town I ven- 
tured to present the needs of the Nar- : 
berth troop of Boy Scouts, and tin: ; 
response showed the existence of si pub- 
lic spirit, which gives high hope that a ! 
broader improvement program will find ! 
support. As inn' of our most respected [ 
citizens observed, in cordially indors- I 
iug the suggestion in behalf of the 
Scout troop, there are other causes of ; 
equal merit which ought to be consid- j 
ered — that provision should be made, 
for example, for the girls of the e.om- 
inunity. nml for boys who are too young 
or too old to join the Scouts. 

Several of our most useful organiza- 
tions, indeed, sire homeless, or conduct 
their beneficent activities on suireniuce 
and with no assurance that they will be 
able to continue. Suitable quarters are 
needed for the American Legion and 
the Clump Fire Girls.

Such 
a project should lie based upon si care 
fully devised and 00 ordii. sited plan, 
ami to lie effective, it must be a bor- 
ough undertaking, backed by the senti- 
ment and the resources of the whole 
community. II is suggested that the 
borough might provide at least the 
ground where the requisite playing 
fields and buildings could lie estsiblished 
for the use of the various organiza- 
tions. 

The pressing naluie of the problem 
becomes apparent when it is considered 
thstl there remains available only one 
space within the borough limits that 
would furnish the needed sirea. This 
is the frsicf lying between Narbrook 
anil Ihe tracks east of Wynnewood 
avenue. It is owned by the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, and comprises about 
six acres, ample for the purposes in 
view. The laud is now open to pur- 
chase. But if it, is to be obtained by 
the borough prompt action is neces- 
sary; for it is understood that a busi- 
ness firm is negotiating for the plot,

designing to make it the site of a com- 
mercial plant which, however useful 
and respectable, would be a disfigure- 
ment to ;i residential neighborhood. 

Jf this last available tract of land 
is permitted to pass beyond our reach, 
Narberth will be forever deprived of 
the opportunity to establish a play- 
ground and athletic field and compre- 
hensively planned center for the com- 
munity's social activities; it will be 
unable to enjoy, in a word, those facil- 
ities fur healthful recreation and out- 
door exorcise which distinguish sub- 
urban life from the cramped oxistona 
of the city. 

Our situation is that which every 
growing community has to face sooner 
or later. The results of nlternati V" pol- 
icies avo before us in two conspicuous 
examples. The magnificent city of 
Washington, which the world so ad- 
mires today, was planned in detail 
when it was a village smaller than Nar- 
berth is now; its broad avenues ai.d 
shaded circles with their radiating 
thorough fan's have come into being 
with its growth, according to an or- 
dered program. Because of lack of fore- 
sight, on the other hand, Philadelphia 
has had to resort to vast destruction of 
property, at staggering expense, in or- 
der to open highways and hreu'hing 
spaces in congested districts. 

The problem confronting Narberth is 
less extensive and less complex, of 
course, than that of a populous city. 
But it is of precisely the sani" nature. 
Evasion and postponement wi'l mean 
opportunity forever lost and a future 
of unavailing regret. Courageous and 
far-sighted action will mean the devel- 
opment of a community life which will 
lie of immeasurable benefit to this and 
coming generations. 

Narberth 's citizens look confidently 
to their honored officials for construct- 
ive leadership in forwarding this urg- 
ently desirable undertaking, and stand 
ready, I am sure, to co-operate loyally 
with them in bringing it to reali/a" bin.

knowledge of a woman's tax being paid 
she may get away with the vote. 

The same regulations that have ap- 
plied to men also apply to women vot- 
ers. In order to qualify for voting, a 
man or woman must have been a citi- 
zen of the Cnited States one month 
before election. One year's residence 
in the State must be proved before a 
citizen can vote in that State, except 
where a citizen has previously qualified, 
and six months' residence in the State 
must be proved. To vote in an elec- 
tion district, residence of at least, two 
months is required.
